Mr.  A.  J.  Freiman’s 
New  Year  Message 

We  approach  this  Rosh  Hashanah 
with  grateful  and  hopeful  hearts,  for  in 
the  year  just  passed  wo  of  the  demo- 
cratic world  have  turned  in  the  direction 
of  victory.  On  each  Rosh  Hashanah 
since  war  was  declared  we  have  faced 
the  coming  year  with  grim  determina- 
tion, and  knowing  that  life  without  vic- 
tory was  not  worth  living  we  have  said 
“We  must  win”.  Today  we  may  say. 
“We  are  winning”.  We  are  aware  that 
we  may  have  a long  and  difficult  road 
ahead  of  us  with  great  obstacles  to  be 
overcome,  nevertheless  it  is  obvious  that 
on  all  fronts  our  forces  are  in  the  as- 
cendancy. The  forces  of  evil  are  being 
overcome  and  routed.  For  this  we  are 
truly  thankful. 

However,  our  thankfulness  is  not  un- 
mixed with  deep  sorrow  as  we  contem- 
plate the  dreadful  fate  of  millions  of 
our  co-religionists  who  have  given  their 
lives  “al  Kiddush  ha  shem”.  European 
Jewry  has  been  sadly  decimated,  and  our 
vision  of  victory  and  post-war  recon- 
struction is  troubled  by  the  fear  that 
our  position  as  Jews  is  not  clearing 
along  with  the  world  situation.  It  is  true 
that  victory  as  now  foreseen  will  assure 
Jewish  existence,  mere  existence.  But 
victory  does  not  assure  our  life  as  a 
people.  The  Jewish  people  is  in  danger 
of  curing  out  of  this  war  the  most  ra- 
vaged of  peoples  and  the  least  healed 
and  restored.  The  martyrdom  of  Euro- 
pean Jewry  along  with  the  vast  sacrifices 
of  our  brave  soldier-sons  who  are  today 
fighting  on  all  the  battle  fronts  of  the 
world  will  have  been  of  little  avail  if  out 
of  this  war  nothing  more  than  mere  ex- 
istence comes  for  the  Jews.  Our  tre- 
u endous  struggle  to  live  through  this 
holocaust  has  not  been  in  order  to  be 
granted  the  right  to  be  tolerated  or 
pitied,  but  the  right  to  live  and  develop 
as  a free  people.  Along  with  the  other 
peoples  who  have  suffered  under  the 
Nazi  yoke  we  fight  for  piece  and  security 
on  the  face  of  God’s  earth. 

We  Zionists  feel  that  the  European 
Jews  can  find  this  only  on  their  own  soil, 
in  their  own  land,  the  land  of  their 
Fathers — in  Eretz  Yisroel.  The  end  and 
only  permanent  hope  for  European  Jewry 
is  Palestine.  It  is  the  natural,  normal 
inetinct  of  a homeless  people  to  find  a 
h lne  for  itself  and  there  to  lead  a nor- 
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mal,  natural  existenee.  Only  in  Palest- 
ine will  stricken  Jewry  really  live,  not  me- 
rely exist.  Only  there  can  the  Jewish 
people  develop  and  contribute,  as  in  the 
days  of  yore,  to  world  civilization.  , 

It  has  been  said  that  three  successive 
disasters  have  occurred  to  the  Jews  since 
1939 — The  White  Paper,  the  War,  and 
the  Massacre  of  European  Jewry.  We 
understand  why  “The  White  Paper” 
which  stops  our  future  develop- 
ment in  Palestine  is  placed  in 
the  same  category  a9  the  other  two 
major  catastrophes.  Our  bitter  memory 
of  the  loss  of  our  glory  and  land  with 
the  Destruction  of  the  Temple  makes  us 
appreciate  the  truth  that  men  are  re- 
placed in  a generation  or  two  but  land 
may  not. 

With  this  in  mind  on  these  coming 
Holy  Days  let  us  pray  and  resolve  to  do 
everything  humanly  possible  to  see  that 
the  victorious  peace  for  which  we  all 
are  fighting  and  to  which  we  all  look 
forward  is  also  a just  peace.  Men  are 
at  their  best  when  faced  with  hardship 
and  danger.  Now  is  the  tine  for  our 
civilization,  tested  by  the  fires  of  war, 
to  prove  itself.  It  wil  not  be  enough 
if  out  of  these  dreadful  tines  come  mere 
wishful  hopes  and  the  expression  of  noble 
sentiments.  Deeds,  not  words,  will  prove 
whether  civilization  has  won  or  lost  the 
fight,  not  with  the  Axis  but  with  itself. 
However,  if  out  of  the  present  horror 
mankind  interprets  Cod’s  Light  in  terms 
of  Justice  to  the  little  peoples  of  this 
earth,  the  tragedies  of  the  past  few  years 
will  not  have  been  in  vain.  Then,  and 
only  then,  will  true  victory  have  been 
won. 

May  God  grant  to  Kol  Yisroel — life, 
hope  and  the  fulfilment  of  our  hei-itage — 
Eretz  Yisroel — in  the  coming  year  of 
5704.

The  Rabbi’s 
New  Year  Greeting 

My  first  prayer  for  the  year  5704  is 
for  peace — not  a nervous  peace,  not  a 
peace  in  which  we  uneasily  await  the 
outbreak  of  the  next  war,  nor  yet  a 
peace  that  is  guaranteed  by  the  domina- 
tion of  the  weak  by  the  strong;  but  a 
peace  in  which  the  return  of  our  men 
frcim  all  parts  of  the  earth  and  their 
abandonment  of  the  military  uniform 
will  be  accompanied  by  the  glorious  rea- 
lization that  human  affairs  will  in  the 
future  be  characterized  by  understand- 
ing, sylxpathy  and  justice.  The  world 
today  is  so  thoroughly  bound  together 
into  a unit,  that  it  would  be  an  empty 
phrase  to  wish  for  the  welfare  and  hap- 
piness of  the  men  and  women  in  one 
smgle  communty  without  paying  atten- 
tion to  the  needs  for  security  and  free- 
dom in  all  the  other  communities 
of  the  earth.  No  longer  can  we 
accuse  the  people  who  think  se- 
riously about  all  mankind’s  pro- 

blems of  being  visionaries  and  dreamers. 
The  coldest  facts  of  all  we  witness  in  the 
world  today  drive  us  with  relentless  logic 
to  the  conclusion  that  Burma  and  Pan- 
telleria,  Kiska  and  Bairoko  Harbour,  Co- 
penhagen and  the  Gold  Coast  are  all 
part  of  an  indivisible  whole,  and  we  dare 
not  forget  that  when  we  name  geogra- 
phical places  we  are  dealing  with  the 
people  who  live  there. 

Yes,  I come  to  expend  to  you  greetings 
upon  the  arrival  of  a New  Year,  but  I 
do  so  in  the  consciousness  that  so  long 
as  Greeks  starve  and  Chinese  perish  of 
malnutrition,  so  long  as  Russian  villages 
are  still  held  by  brutal  invaders,  and 
self-respecting  Frenchmen  cannot  meet 
in  the  open  upon  French  soil,  so  long  as 
churchmen  are  interned  in  Germany 
and  a Dutch  Queen  is  forced  to  live  away 
frem  her  native  land,  so  long  can  my 
wishes  not  come  to  the  fulness  of  their 
hope.  To  the  world  I would  say,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  so  long  as  Jews  are 
killed  because  of  their  ancestry,  or  dis- 
criminated against  because  of  their  ori- 
gins, or  denied  free  access  to  their  home- 
land. Eretz  Yisroel,  because  of  political 
scheming  and  diplomatic  knavery  ,so  long 
will  my  humble  prayer  that  the  nations 
who  inhabit  it  be  granted  surcease  from

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The  coming  of  Rosh  Hashanah  marks  a new  year 
both  privately  and  publicly.  Not  only  is  the  individual 
judged  and  his  personal  fate  determined,  but  the  or- 
ganizations within  each  community  set  their  courses 
and  thus  shape  their  destiy  for  the  season  that  lies 
ahead.  In  the  midst  of  feverish  war  activities  that 
have  thrown  upon  every  individual  added  burdens  and 
responsibilities,  so  that  many  a housewife  is  tied  down 
to  her  home  more  than  ever  before  on  account  of  the 
shortage  in  help,  and  many  a business  man  must  per- 
form the  chores  that  were  once  taken  care  of  by  his 
employees,  there  is  a legitimate  excuse  for  asking  to 
be  relieved  of  duties  in  the  various  societies  to  which 
one  belongs.  But  a great  general  has  said  that  he 
cannot  win  battles  with  excuses,  even  when  they  are 
good,  nor  can  we  afford  to  decrease  our  public  work 
and  our  altruistic  activities  because  the  going  is  now 
more  complicated.  Quite  the  contrary,  those  of  us  who 
remain  on  the  home  front  owe  it  to  those  who  stand 
in  the  thick  of  the  military  campaign  to  carry  on  here 
for  them  as  well  as  for  ourselves.  Thus  the  veteran 
leaders  and  workers  in  every  good  movement  are  sum- 
moned to  re-double  their  interest,  while  those  who  were 
in  the  habit  of  letting  their  few  loyal  companions  bear 
all  the  responsibility  should  now  feel  impelled  to  throw 
themselves  into  the  work  and  permit  their  shoulders, 
too,  to  know  the  weight  of  the  communal  load. 

The  same  forces  that  have  brought  universal  em- 
ployment into  society,  brought  the  people  of  leisure 
out  of  hiding  and  provided  jobs  for  even  the  laziest, 
must  stir  the  indifferent  members  of  the  Jewish  com- 
munity out  of  their  traditional  lethargy  and  tug  them 
into  the  surging  waves  of  the  important  public  seas. 
Some  of  our  most  reliable  workers  are  today  in  uni- 
form, and  they  have  every  right  to  expect  their  friends 
not  to  abandon  the  projects  to  which  they  gave  gener- 
ously of  their  abilities  and  their  time. 

May  the  inscription  for  a good,  healthy  and  whole- 
some life  go  into  the  heavenly  books  not  only  for  us 
as  individuals  but  for  the  societies  and  organizations, 
the  institutions  and  the  causes,  the  charities  and  the 
civic  undertakings  whose  fate  will,  in  the  last  analysis, 
be  sealed  by  the  attitudes  of  the  men  and  women  who 
are  at  home.  May  our  plea  for  “chayim”  bless  us  all, 
privately  and  publicly. 


AFTER  THE  CONFERENCE 

History  was  made  on  this  continent  a few  weeks 
ago  when  the  American  Jewish  Conference  held  its 
sessions  in  New  York  City.  Never  before  in  the 
records  of  our  good  neighbor  had  such  a gathering  of 
representative  leaders,  democratically  chosen,  met  on 
American  soil,  and  perhaps  the  simplest  explanation 
of  why  such  an  event  took  place  is  that  never  before 
had  the  responsibility  of  American  Jewry  been  so  great, 
or  so  urgent.  If  it  accomplished  nothing  else,  the  Con- 
ference would  have  earned  the  everlasting  gratitude 
of  our  people,  because  it  crystallized  the  strongest  emo- 
tions stirring  within  us  into  so  dramatic  a form  that 
even  the  skeptics  in  our  midst  and  the  trembling  per- 
sonalities of  certain  organizations  could  no  longer  deny 
that  one  ideal  has  come  to  dominate  the  thought  of 
our  masses.  That  ideal  is  Eretz  Yisroel  as  a Jewish 
commonwealth. 

The  ancient  dictum  of  Ecclesiastes  that  all  the 
rivers  flow  to  the  sea  was  perfectly  illustrated  in  the 
discussions  that  were  held.  For  the  major  issues  that 
the  delegates  took  up  had  to  do  with  the  rescue  of 
European  Jews,  with  the  complex  question  of  post-war 
reconstruction  for  our  long-suffering  brethren,  and  with 
a permanent,  rather  than  a makeshift,  solution  of  Hie 
Jewish  problem.  Very  early  did  it  become  apparent 
that  one  could  not  approach  these  subjects,  singly  or 
together,  without  bringing  the  place  of  our  Holy  Land 
into  the  general  scheme  of  things.  The  suggestion  of 
some  that  it  be  considered  from  the  viewpoint  of  a 
refugee  land  only,  and  the  suggestion  of  a small  band  of 
labour  Zionists,  that  all  we  want  for  Palestine  is  a bi-na- 
tional state,  were  buried  beneath  an  avalanche  of  votes 
tor  a Jewish  commonwealth  in  so  decisive  a manner 
that  they  must  go  to  seek  shelter  beneath  Chamber- 
lain’s umbrella,  wherever  it  lies  in  igoble  rust.  One 
must,  of  course  ,be  very  cautions  in  making  assertions 
about  the  divine  will,  yet  what  religious  Jew  will  not 
recall  immediately  the  Hebrew  version  of  a Roman 
proverb,  “Kol  hamon  k’kol  shaddai”  (the  voice  of  the 
people  is  as  the  voice  of  God)  ? 

The  voice,  incidentally,  is  one  that  we  in  Canada 
have  heard  quite  clearly  these  many  years,  and  we  are 
happy  to  learn  that  the  partial  deafness  of  America  is 
now  completely  cured. 

If,  however,  the  well-nigh  unanimous  decision  of 
the  Conference  to  demand  a Jewish  commonwealth  in 
Palestine  is  in  itself  epoch-making,  we  must  not  con- 
sider our  task  complete.  To  take  the  necessary  steps 
for  making  the  realization  of  that  mandate  come  about 
will  require  ceaseless  and  wise,  though  forceful,  efforts 
on  the  part  of  Jewish  leaders,  and  continuous  contribu- 
tions of  funds  and  energies  from  the  rank  and  file  of 
American  Jewry.  Recent  changes  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment at  Washington  threaten  the  possibility  of  new 
diplomatic  obstacles.  The  despicable  action  of  an 
American  group  that  seems  determined  to  carve  for 
itself  a niche  close  to  the  miserable  Black  Hundreds  of 
our  sad  past  requires  that,  upon  every  public  platform 
in  America,  in  every  publication  where  its  treacherous 
statements  have  found  a column,  the  lie  be  hurled  back 
into  its  brazen  face.  The  word  of  the  Conference  has 
gone  forth  to  the  Yishub  and  been  given  a most  royal 
welcome ; let  there  follow  after  it  the  labour,  the  deed, 
and  the  accomplishment.

Wednesday  evening  October  13th,  with 
the  first  two  days  of  the  holiday  cele- 
bratel  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  October 
14th  and  15th.  Hoshanah  Rabah  will 
therefor  occur  on  Wednesday,  October 
20th,  Sheimdni  Atzereth  on  Thursday,  Oc- 
tober 21st  and  Simchath  Torah  will  be 
marked  by  the  traditional  Hakofoth  on 
Thursday  evening  October  21st  and  on 
Friday  morning,  Ocotber  22nd.  (Let- 
ters have  been  sent  out  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir  to  the  respective  au- 
thorities of  the  schools  in  Ottawa,  noti- 
fying them  of  the  holiday  dates,  so  that 
the  Jewish  pupils  and  students  can  be 
absent  without  sustaining  any  scholastic- 
losses)  .

In  all  the  Ottawa  synagogues  services 
will  be  held  morning  and  evening  during 
the  holiday,  and  Yizkor  will  be  read 
about  10  a.m.  on  Thursday  morning,  Oc- 
tober 21.

You  are  answerable,  if  your  child  will 
lack  Jewish  knowledge  and  Jewish  at- 
titudes. 

You  are  answerable  to  the  son  and 
daughter  you  love  if  you  fail  to  pre- 
pare them  for  their  responsibilities  as 
Jewish  men  and  women. 

You  are  answerable  to  your  own  con- 
science for  the  excuses  you  make  about 
not  giving  your  child  a Jewish  education. 
(How  good  are  those  excuses  ? ) 

You  are  answerable — if  you  are 
among  those  parents  in  Ottawa  who  are 
doing  nothing  this  year  to  teach  their 
children  Torah.  (Remember:  Ottawa  has 
a splendid  Talimiud  Torah). 

Your  are  answerable  before  God  on 
the  Day  of  Judgment.
